It encourages teacher and scholar, 
and brings teacher, pupil and parent into closer relationship. 
What sometimes appears like a mountain of discord will be of 
small significance when viewed after a personal visit. 

The charts spoken of in the last report we find are used with 
profit to both scholar and teacher, and demonstrates that the pur- 
chasing of them was money well expended. 

You will note that there are some small schools. If the pa- 
rents in these districts would co-operate with the School Board 
and some one of their number convey the scholars to and from 
another district, not only they but the whole town would be 
penefitted by having longer terms of school, but oftentimes with- 
out this co-operation nothing can be done successfully.
